Following the reading by President 
Tucker of the original atampt act reso­ 
lution Dr. Philip Aylette Fltehugh of 
New York, great-grandson of Patrick 
Henry, was introduced, and was given 
a hearty greeting by the audience, 
which orose and cheered the venerable 
descendant of Hnry. 
The singing of 
"Yankee Doodle" by the children was 
followed by the singing of “Dixie ’ 
which brought forth great applause, 
Congressman Frank T. Lassiter of th • 
Fourth Virginia district, in introduce - 
Mr. Bryan, referred to United States 
Senator John W. Daniel, which was 
the signal for cheers for the Virginia 
statesman. 
Mr. Bryan dwelt on American duty 
In the Philippines, declaring that v -

they have reduced the passenger rates 
and the railroads, in some cases, are 
so ungrateful for what has been given 
them that they go into court to try 
to keep the people from having the 
benefit of the 2-cent rate law.”
